RANGOON, Tuesday.—An Army 
Headquarters report states that British 
troops on the southern front in Burma 
are now established in “‘ good positions 
behind the Sittaung.”’ 

““On the southern front, on Friday, 
after several days’ heavy fighting on 
the line of the Bilin against fresh and 
increasing enemy reinforcements, our 
troops were withdrawn,”’ the report 
says. On the Bilin, where much of the 
fighting was hand-to-hand, our troops 
fought fiercely, counter-attacking with 
the bayonet on many occasions and in- 
flicting heavy casualties. This is evi- 
denced by the fact that, although our 
troops were in close contact with the 
enemy, they were able to break off the 
engagement and commence the with- 
drawal with little difficulty. During 
Sunday and the night of Sunday- 
Monday the troops holding a bridge- 
head. established on the east bank of 
the Sittaung in order to cover the with- 
drawal of our forces, were heavily at- 
tacked by fresh enemy concentrations 
operating from a flank, who also used 
a considerable number of mortars.— 
(Reuter.) 

The Rangoon Air communiqué states : 
“ Four enemy aircraft were destroyed 
on the ground without loss to the 
Allies.’’—(Reuter.) 


LOSSES SERIOUS 


India Radio, quoting an official ac- 
count of the had operations in Burma, 
said :—'” On Sunday the enemy made a 
heavy attack on our troops holding a 
bridgehead on the east bank of the 
Sittaung river. Yesterday, after savage 
fighting, cama which the bridgehead 
was penetrated, we made repeated 
counter-attacks, inflicting heavy casual- 
ties. Our troops withdrew, after 
which the bridge was demolished. Our 
losses have been serious, but our troops 
are now in good positions. To-day has 
been quiet.’ 

The report also stated:—‘‘On the 
southern front Allied troops withdrew 
on Friday after several days’ heavy 
fighting against fresh and reinforced 
enemy forces. 


JAPANESE CLAIMS 


BERLIN, Tuesday. — A Tokyo 
despatch claims that the island of 
Banka, off Southern Sumatra, was com- 
pletely occupied last Wednesday, three 
days after Japanese troops had landed. 
— (Reuter.)

U.S. TOWN SHELLED 


WASHINGTON, Tuesday.—While 
President Roosevelt was broadcasting 
on Monday night a Japanese submarine 
was shelling the western coast of 
America. A communiqué issued by 
the United States War Department 
says: ‘‘ West Coast.—An enemy sub- 
marine, apparently Japanese, fired 25 
rounds of five-inch shells at the Bank- 
line oil refinery nea, Ellwood, Cali- 
fornia. last night. Slight damage was 
done. -No_ casualties have been 
reported. 

“The submarine appeared on the 
surface about a quarter of a mile off 
Ellwood, which is twelve miles west 
of Santa Barbara. The firing was 
from two five-inch guns. Army and 
Navy aircraft and surface vessels 
instituted a search for the submarine. 

The Yomiura (Tokyo) says it is 
reported from the Japanese base in the 
Philippines that Japarfese naval ’planes 
bombed enemy special service vessels

A Tokyo despatch, quoting “‘ reliable 
naval circles,’’ says:—‘‘ The Japanese 
Air Force on February 20 (Friday) 
thwarted an enemy attempt to attack 
the Japanese mandated islands. The 
Air Force spotted a strong naval unit, 
consisting of United States cruisers and 
‘adircraft-carriers; winch ‘were~approac 
ing the Japanese island territory from 
the direction of Hawaii. In an imme- 
diate attack the Air Force caused the 
enemy to flee in an easterly direction.”’

U.S. SHIPS SUNK 


One hundred and ninety lives were 
lost when the United States destroyer 
Truxton (1,185 tons) and the cargo ship 
Pollux (6,185 tons), also belonging to 
the United States Navy, ran aground 
in a gale off: Newfoundland. 

The U.S. Navy Department an- 
nounces that the U.S. tanker Republic 
(5,287 tons) has been torpedoed off the 
Atlantic coast. Five lives were lost. 
(Reuter.)

TURKISH BOMB 
EXPLOSION 


GERMAN MINISTER'S 
ESCAPE 


AA “AA SA Tuesday.—Herr von 
: Papen, the German Ambas- 
sador, and his wife were thrown to 


bomb exploded a few yards from 
them this morning. 

Shortly after a man was seen in the 
Boulevard Ataturk carrying some 
object—presumably the bomb—wrapped 
in rags there was an ng, HS and he 
was killed. Herr von Papen and his 
wife, who were approaching the spot, 
returned to the Embassy. 

An enquiry was opened by the 
Minister of the Interior and the judicial 
authorities, who at once went to the 
scene. President Ineunu sent the chief 
of his civil Cabinet. to make enquiries 
at the German Embassy, and the 
Premier also sent a representative, and 
the Minister of Foreign Affairs, M. 
Sarajoglu, paid a personal call with the 
Secretary-General of the Ministry. 

The fact that the explosion occurred 
close to the Ambassador has led the 
authorities to consider the probability 
that the act was deliberately directed 
against the Ambassador. 


' BRITISH ESCAPE 


In official quarters in London it is 
stated that considerable damage had 
been caused by the explosion to two 
flats occupied by senior members of the 
staff ot the British Embassy. These 
flats were in a block which was close to 
the scene. The members of the British 
Embassy whose flats were damaged were 
Mr. G. H. Thompson, Acting Coun- 
seHor, and Colonel Stainer, of the 
Military Attaché’s Department. —

NORTHERN LINEN TRADE 
MINISTER ON EMPLOYMENT 


The condition of the linen-trade in 
Northern Ireland was debated in the 
Northern Ireland House of Commons 
yesterday, when a resolution, moved 
by Mr. Brown (U., South Down), 
expressing concern and apprehension 
at the position and outlook of the in- 
dustry, was passed without a division. 

Mr. Andrews, Premier, disclosed 
that as a result of his recent visit to 
London some flax had been released in 
order to increase employment. 

Sir Basil Brooke, Minister of Com- 
merce, said.that certain quantities of 
cotton yarn would be available for the 
weaving trade. A small quantity of 
staple bre would be available for flax 
spinning, also some low-grade tow, and 
supplies of cloth for other sections of 
the trade would be available ontside 
quota restrictions. Through the com- 
plete loss of continental supplies, the 
spinning trade was without work. Only 
the weaving trade was able to 
| function. On the whole it was going 
moderately’ well. © -~ 

There was a fair export trade, and 
unemployment was not so severe, but 
the Far East outbreak had made the 

sition very much worse. Flax in 
vew Zealand, Australia, Kenya and 
Egypt had to remain there owing to 
shipping difficulties. They had to see 
how an industry developed before a 
high-class trade could be brought into 
war work for a coarser type of 
material, but it was difficult to adjust 
an industry dealing with flax to 
dealing with raw cotton. He had 
made some _ progress, but  unfor- 
tunately it was not very great. ‘‘ It 
is no use,” said Sir Basil Brooke, 
‘“‘asking the British Government to 
solve our unemployment problem. The 
only things they are interested in is 
how we can help in the war effort. I 
am convinced that we can help, and 
are entitled to be given an opportunity 
of using our full strength in the war 
effort.” 

Mr. Johnston. (U., North Armagh), 
who is in the linen trade, said that the 
industry was in a very bad way, and 
was not operating to more than 30 per 
cent capacity. The British Govern- 
ment had limited the weaving of flax 
for home production, and they were 
allowed to use only 9 per cent. of the 
yarnage which they used in 1939. 


CATTLE AND SHEEP 
PRICES 


A deputation of Fine Gael deputies 
waited on Dr. Ryan, Minister for Agri- 
culture, yesterday, to make represen- 
tations on the prices of cattle and 
sheep for the remainder of the present 
year. They urged certain variations 
in the graduations of prices, particu- 
larly alterations so that the peak 
might be extended well into July, 
rather than to the end of June, as at 
present. The present price in Britain 
for cattle works out at about 69s. per 
cwt., as against 57s. in this country. 
As a result of the gap thus caused, 
the tendency is to draw an undue 
stream of store cattle out of Eire. Like 
conditions applied generally to sheep. 

The Minister promised to consider 
the points made by the deputation.

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“ARMOURED CAR HIT 
SHOP WINDOW 
EX-LIEUTENANT TO PAY £125 


‘If officers are in the habit of going 
on private business in armoured cars, 
it reveals a sad state of affairs,’’ said 
Judge Davitt in the Dublin Circuit 
Civil Court yesterday, during the hear- 
ing of an action in which omas 
Darcy, Mill Stores, Ballybrack, County 
Dublin, was awarded £125 damages by 
a jury against Joseph N. Gethings, 18 
St. Patrick’s. road, Drumcondra, 
Dublin, a former Lieutenant in the 
Defence Forces The action arose out 
of an accident on the 28th March, 
1941, when an armoured car, driven by 
Gethings, crashed into Darcy’s shop 
window at Ballybrack. 

The Minister for Finance had beens 
joined as a defendant, but the jury 
dismissed the action against the Minis- 
ter, with costs, on the grounds that 
Gethings had not been driving the 
armoured car in the course of his em- 
ployment by the State at the time of 
the accident. 

Evidence was given that a military 
‘‘dawn patrol’’ was sent around 
County Dublin in March last, and that 
Gethings was the officer in charge of 
two armoured cars that took part in 
the patrol cn the morning of the 28th 
March last. 

Ex-Lieut. Gethings, in evidence, said 
that he had no military duty at Bally- 
brack on the morning in question. He 
drove there in an armoured car to 
assist another officer on private busi- 
ness, and had arranged to join the 

atrol later. The -patrol left Balls- 
bán at 6 a.m. He had left the Arm 
since Íor reasons not connected with 
the accident. 

J. Harpur, who was acting 
O/C. of a battalion in March last, 
said the armoured patrol let. Balls- 
bridge at dawn and patrolled an area 
between there and Saggart and back 
towards Sandyford.

SYNTHETIC MATERIALS IN 
BUILDING INDUSTRY 


USE OF SAWDUST CONCRETE 
ADVOCATED - 


Every single raw material required 
was present in this 
country, claimed Mr. Noel Moffett, 
A.R.I.B.A., at an Architectural Asso- 
ciation of Ireland symposium in Dublin 
last night, at which the problem of 
substitute materials and alternative 
building methods in the present emer- 
gency was discussed. 

Instead of using up our timber 
supplies in roof construction, said Mr. 
Moffett, we should have flat reinforced 
concrete roofs. Scrap iron could be 
made into steel, and the machinery for 
this was available in this country. 
Synthetic materials easily could be 
used in the building industry, as was 
being done in England and the United 
States, where synthetic materials used 
in construction were distilled from coal- 
tar. The same process could be carried 
out with turf in this country, while 
we were already producing a sawdust- 
concrete mixture from which could be 
made furniture, facing bricks and many 
other articles. 

Mr. W. Howard Cooke, a Past 
President of the Royal Institute of 
Architects of Ireland, explained the 
uses of pre-cast concrete as a 
timber substitute. He advocated 
the use of sawdust concrete for door 
and window frames. Mr. J. C. 
Costello, M.E., B.Sc., pointed out that 
effective post-war development de- 
pended upon co-operation between 
builders, architects and chemists. He 
stressed the fact that they must build 
on reinforced concrete owing to the 
shortage of other materials until after 
the war. Mr. G. McNicholl, President, 
presided.

Good progress is being made in the 
re-fitting of Rushbrooke Dockyard, and 
it is expected that the yard will be 
ready to receive its first ship within 
the next few months. Sixty-five men 
are at present working there, and it 
it ho that this number may soon be 
greatly increased.

BERLIN, Tuesday.—Herr Hitler 
missed the meeting of the Nazi Old 
Guard in Munich Beer Hall, the 22nd 
anniversary of the foundation of the 
party, because, as he told them in a 
message: “‘I cannot leave my head- 
quarters on the Eastern Front.” He 
blamed the weather for the “temporary 
standstill *’ of the German victories in 
Russia, and said that Russian hopes 
of inflicting a “ Napoleonic retreat ”' 
on the German armies had ‘“‘ failed 
miserably.’’

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RUSSIANS CLAIM 
BIG SUCCESS 


SIXTEENTH GERMAN 
ARMY ENCIRCLED 


OSCOW, Tuesday—The Russians 
have. gained an important 
victory in the Staraya Russa 
district, 20 miles south of Lake 
Ilmen, says an official announcement 
broadcast by Moscow Radio. 

The announcement stated :— 

“Our forces on the north-western 
front, under the command of Lieut.- 
General Kurochkin, which initiated an 
encircling movement against the 16th 
German Army about ten days ‘ago, 
completed the operation a day or two 
ago. 


‘Because of the refusal of the 
German Army (Commander Colonel 
General von Busch) to surrender, our 


troops proceeded to attack. As a 
result of the first stage of the attack 
the 291st German Infantry Division, 
commanded by General Brockdorff; the 
30th Infantry Division of the 10th 
Army Corps, under General Hanse, and 
an §.8. Division were routed. The 
Germans left on the field about 12,000 
killed. 

“The material captured includes 185 
guns, 135 trench mortars, 29 tanks, 540 
machine-guns, 4,150 automatic rifles 
and rifles, 450 motor vehicles, 320 motor 
cycles, 15 tractors, 14,000 artillery 
shells, 9,700 mines 1,300,000 rounds of 
ammunition and 6,350 hand grenades. 

‘‘Many stores of food, ammunition 
and equipment have been captured. 
The number is still being counted.’’— 
(Associated Press.) 

All along the front the Russian 
armies are increasing the intensity of 
their offensive against key positions to 
which the stubbornly-resisting German 
troops have been ordered to cling at 
all costs. 

Around Leningrad, whose relief comes 
slowly nearer with General Meretskov’s 
heavy infantry blows against the forti- 
fications outside Schlusselburg, and the 
deep -penetrations of General Gusiev’s 
cavalry to the south, the Germans are 
using para troops in an effort to check 
the Russian advance. On the Central 
front General Zhukov’s capture of 
Dorogobuzk, only forty-seven miles 
east of Smolensk, has been followed by 
a new success near Rzhev, the north- 
eastern bulwark of the German defences 
in this zone. This news is contafned in 
an unofficial Stockholm report, í which 
says that Russian troops have captured 
Panino, a strategic village fourteen 
miles north of Rzhev. 

Official news of the fighting in the 
south remains meagre, but Axis re- 
ports dwell upon the bitter battles 
raging in the Donetz basin, where the 
Russians are said to be attacking with 
continuous waves of troops, supported 
by artillery, tanks and other heavy 
weapons. According to other reports 
Marshal Timoshenko’s headway is un- 
checked. They suggest that the Red 
armies which have penetrated south- 
west, past Kharkov—as to the north- 
west other forces have broken through 
between Kursk and Kharkov—are 
steadily moving towards Poltava, and 
further south towards Dniépropetrovsk.

RED PARACHUTISTS 


STOCKHOLM, Tuesday.—Increased 
use by the Red Army of parachutists, 
who are being landed behind the 
German lines on the Eastern front, is 
reported by the Berlin correspondent of 
the Nya Daghgt Allehanda. Military 
circles in Berlin decline to give more 
detailed information about the extent 
of these operations, but the Russians 
are stated to be adopting new tactics, 
the object being to cause confusion and 
the destruction of German transport 
routes. Berlin circles admit the excel- 
lent performance of the parachutists, 
declaring that it is ‘‘ worthy of ad 
miration ” that men should make de- 
scents in 30 or 40 degrees of cold. They 
add,. moreover, that the Russian para- 
chutist is well trained and “well 
equipped, and knows how to defend 
himself on landing.— (Reuter.) 


GERMAN REPORT 


BERLIN, ‘Tuesday.—The present 
fighting on the Northern sector is 
about 281 miles east of Riga, and 
Soviet attempts to attack there have 
been repelled with heavy losses, says 
the German News Agency. Reports of 
an advance by Soviet troops on Riga, 
and that they already are 100 miles’ 
from Riga, are declared by competent 
German circles to be without founda- 
tion, says the Agency.—(Reuter.) 

A claim that German troops have oc- 
cupied a Soviet stronghold in the 
Eastern Crimea, and that two Russian 
counter-attacks were repulsed, has been 
made by the German radio. A small 
German detachment has captured two 
villages on the northern wing of the 
central sector, the announcer said.— 
(Reuter.) 


“PERIL OF THE U.S.” 


WASHINGTON, Tuesday.—‘‘I can 
promise you that the day is not far 
distant when you will not be outnum- 
bered,” said Colonel Frank Knox, 
U.S. Navy Secretary, at the Navy Re- 
lief Society dinner in New York. “I 
can promise you that the man behind 
the gun is a strong, angry American, 
and he will not let you down.”

The hearing of an action, before Mr.

The defence was that the 
power of removal was lawfully conferred on 
the City Manager. 

Mr. Lavery, K.C., and Mr. T. J. Conolly

Mr. cLourhiia. K.C., speaking for 
the ode fee ta esterday that with the aid 
of the statements the Court had been given 
a composite picture which led to an inevit- 
able conclusion regarding the partici aosa 
of the four prisoners in the crime. It was 
an I.R.A. conspiracy to put away a 
member of the LR.A. by officers of the 
L.R.A. The four accused men, he sub- 
mitted, were as responsible for the crime 
ns if each one of them had had a hand in 
the pulling of the trigger. 

Could it, he asked, be reasonably con- 
sistent with any other form of murder than 
an I.R.A. execution. which was kept secret 
by a fear which could be inspired by an 
organisation in the hearts of people whose 
lives otherwise would have remained un- 
sullied by participation. 

On behalf of Walsh, Mr. P. J. Roe, K.C., 
pleaded that while Walsh might be guilty 
ef other offences which would involve a 
sentence of penal servitude by another 
Court, he certainly was not guilty of 
murder. It was obvious that he was 
not a principal in the first degree 
and it equally was obvious that from the 
time when he suggested to Plant sane the 
car ride into Tipperary that Devereux should 
be let go, till he lianded up his gun and 
ammunition to Plant an left County 
Tipperary two days before the murder, he 
had repented and dissociated himself from 
the affair. He emphasised that on the day 
following the crime, Walsh was vite 
ignorant of anything having happen to 

evereux, 

When, following a comment by Mr. Roe, 
on the transfer of the trial from the Special 
Criminal Court being in the nature of a 
reflection on the Military Court, and the 
President said that the Court was concerned 
only with the trial of the four prisoners, 
Mr. Roe suggested that it looked as if 
the men had been sent before the Court for 
a special purpose—as if their conviction 
was a matter of urgency. 

Again, when counsel adverted to the fact 
that Thomas Cullimore, who, it was be- 
lieved, could offer the Court information 
had not been produced, the President ui 
that. even at that stage, the deíence would 
be given every facility to call any witness 
it might require, 

Speaking for Davern, Mr. Barra O Briain, 
K.C., observed that he was anxious that no 
suggestion from him should contribute. to 
build a case against the other prisoners, 
and he argued that unless he assented as 
a fellow-criminal, Davern’s position as bein 
and aider and abettor to the crime was no 
fully established. The most that could be 
brought home to him was that he assisted 
certain men in some scheme to make a 
member of a certain organisation amenable 
for some offence.

ALLEGED MURDER 
OF HUSBAND 


VIDENCE that a ve gin 3 farmer 
visited the accused womans house 
‘almost every night,” and some- 
times during the day, was given when the 
trial was resumed at the Central Criminal 
Court, Dublin, yesterday, of Sarah Madigan 
(42). of Dough, Kilkee, County Clare, who 
is charged with Dosooming her husband, 
Patrick, aged 60 years he State allege 
that the death of the husband took place 
shortly “after hé had accused her of in- 
fidelity with a neighbour named Hassett. 

John Madigan (18), son of accused 
woman, said Hassett visited the house 
nearly every night. 

To Mr. McCarthy, the witness said that 
he did not see his mother prepare any 
poison for eats during last September or 
August. 

Teresa Madigan (15), daughter, * said 
that Hassett attended dances in the house, 
and danced sometimes with her mother. 
Shortly before her father’s death there was 
a row. Her father took the kettle from the 
fire to burn Nora, and it splashed on her 
father’s face and Nora’s, Her brother took 
the kettle. 

To Mr. Binchy—Hassett was ‘‘ quite an 
old man,” married, and had grown-up chil- 
dren. His wife was alive. 

John Hickey, labourer, Dough, said that 
when he saw Madigan a week before his 
death he was wearing a girl’s coat, white 
sand shoes, and had a fur round bis neck. 

John Meskill (13), of Kilkee, said that 
when Mrs. Madigan was told her husband 
was dying she began to cry. 

Mrs. Ellen Griffin said that she saw 
Hassett at Madigan’s almost every night 
and sometimes during the day. She told 
of an occasion on which she heard Madigan 
say (addressing his wife): “Is it trne” or 
“Was it true?” 

Witness, in further evidence, stated that 
Mrs. Madigan had said to her “If they 
ask you, say we have chickens.” The witness 
said that she would not.

Connolly, K.C., and Mr. G. Murnaghan (in- 
structed by the Chief State Solicitor), pro- 
secuted; Mr. M. J. Binchx, K.C., with Mr.

FRESH GAINS IN LONDON 


Satisfaction with President Roosevelt’s 
speech encouraged buyers to take a greater 
interest in the London Stock markets yes- 
terday, and during the early stages turnover 
in several sections assumed larger propor- 
tions. Prices resporfded well, and although 
Mr. Charchill’s reference to shipping losses 
created some hesitancy in later trading 
numerous issues were able to record fresh 
gains on balance. 

British Government Stocks again played 
a leading róle in the advance, and Oil 
Shares figured prominently, wifh Ultramars 
especially good. Industrials were note- 
worthy for a farther recovery in Chain 
Store issnes, which were assisted by “ bear” 
covering and firmness in Courtaulds. “ Imps,” 
Molasses, Guinness and Fords. Kaffirs re- 
flected the better tone ruling in other parts 
of the “ Tionse,” as did Rubber Shares. 
Tins, however, were unable to emerge from 
their recent depression. 

The most popular Gilt-edged issues were 
Old War Loan, which added 1g to 10518. 
and Local Loans, which gained a similar 
fraction to 9654. 

Foreign Bonds remained in the back- 
ground, and, despite yield considerations. 
British Rails were still subdued. Several 
Argentine Rails took a turn for the better. 

Breweries secured a place in the lime- 
light, with Guinness featuring at 83/-, a 
net gnin of 1/-. Textiles and Rayons took 
thier cue from Courtauids, which put on 
another 6d. to 32/3 in anticipation of the 
dividend. 

Mines provided only a small turnover. 
but Kaffirs were mainly firm. Oil Shares 
put up a bright performance, with Anglo- 
Tranians vieing with Ultramars for chief 
honours. “Shells” moved in closed order, 
and closed 1/3 up at 40/-, whilst Burmahs 
recovered to 32/6.

FINANCIAL NOTES 


From Ovr Lonpon -CoRRESPONDENT. 

The steadier tendency noticeable in the 
London Stock markets on Friday last was 
maintained yesterday, and now a recovery 
appears to be developi in most sections 
of the “ House.” The lead was taken by 
British Government securities, in which 
small gains have been recorded, mainly in 
the long-dated issues, because of the re- 
investment (actual and prospective) of some 
of the large amount of money to be paid 
in March to holders of Indian and Canadian 
stocks requisitioned by the British Treasury. 

The atmosphere of markets nerally is 
more cheerful because of President Roosevelt’s 
broadcast and the encouraging reports of 
further Russian successes. The recent set- 
back in values of the leading equities is 
attracting some inquiry. and certainly the 
liquidation induced by the Japanese gains 
I ae Pacific appear to have come to an 
en 

Yesterday there was a further recovery in 
Brewery shares, and higher prices were also 
recorded for varions Tobacco, Flectrical 
Equipment and Bank issues. Stores shares 
have rallied well and most of the active Oil 
descriptions are better. Whether the im- 
provement in the Miscellaneous market will 
continue depends upon the war news, as any 
further asa development, would almost, 
certainly check the rise; but it is generally 

that firmness in British Funds will 
be maintained owing to the weight of money 
awaiting investment. 

The chief point of interest in the 1941 
report of the London, Midland and Scottish 
Railways is the reference to war damage 
cost. It is the view of the directors that 
provision for the ultimate liability of the 
company for war damage is essentially a 
per war problem, and no specific provision 
as been made in the accounts for 1941, 
although its incidence has been borne in 
mind in preparing the accounts. It will be 
recalled that the company last week 
announced thé appropriation of #@400,000 
of the 1941 net revenue for war-time contin. 
gencies, or £100,000 more than the similar 
aligeation for 1940.

Anson, read the auditor’s report 

Lord Dulverten, Chairman, dealing 
with the balance-sheet, said :— 

On the assets side the first variation 
of any moment is in stock-in-trade at 
approximate cost, and advances to leaf 
buying branches ‘abroad, which is less 
than á year's figure by £3,253,780. 
Last year, however, as the wording then 
sta this item included “ estimated 
amounts recoverable undef war risks 
insurance policies in respect of leaf 
damaged or destroyed.”” During the 

ast year our claims have been ‘iormu- 
fated: and the net amount still due. 
comes under the heading of debtors and 
not stock. It would, of course, be 
contrary to public policy to state the 
sum involved, but I may say that it is 
substantial. As regards our stocks of 
tobacco, there was a considerable 
decrease in stocks of leaf in bond, 
largely offset as regards sterlin value 
by an increase in factory stocks 
which, of course, duty at the a ver 
very high rates has bgen paid. I shall 
have more to say about the company’s 
leaf position later. 

Debtors you will find are higher by. 
£3,765,232. This is partly due to the 
fact that as our trade increases the | 
balance due from ‘our trade debtors 
increases, and partly to the transfer 
referred to above. 

Government and other securities show 
an increase of £1,544,435, due entirely 
to an increase in the amount of Govern- 
ment securities held as compared with 
the position at 3lst October, 1940. 

Deposits by and current accounts with 
subsidiary and associated companies 
show an increase of £749,620, due 
mainly to the fact that some of our 
subsidiaries, through such causes as, for 
example, the holding of smaller stocks, 
found themselves with further surplus 
cash which they deposited with the 
parent company. 

Creditors, provision for income tax 
and other taxation and bonus to cus- 
tomers and other provisions as set out 
in the balance sheet, amount to. 
£30,362,592, an increase of £1,951,789. 
The increased provisions that we have 
had to make for taxation more than ac- 
count for this increase. The settlement 

of our liability for Excess Profits Tax 
is a matter of such complexity, that 
assessments have not yet been agreed. 
We have, however, paid very substan- 
tial sums on account, and adequate pro- 
vision for all liability under this head- 
ing to 3lst October, 1941, has been 
made, 

The general reserve is increased by 
£500,000 transferred from the profits of 
the year under review, and now stands 
at, £9,000,000. 


NET PROFIT 


The net profit for the year, after pro- 
viding for all charges, bonus to cus- 
tomers, income tax and other taxation 
and depreciation of property, plant, 
etc., together with income from in- 
vestinents and loans, shows a figure of 
£7,981.241, a decrease of £901,587. After 
providing £10,000 for directors’ fees 
and transferring £500,000 to General 
Reserve Account, there remains a bal- 
ance of profit for the year of £7,471,241, 
Adding to that — the balance 
brought forward from last year, 
£1,620,937, we get a total of £9,092,178 
available for distribution. Out of this 
sum the dividends totalling £852,209 
on the three classes of Preference stock 
1 have been provided, leaving for disposal 
a sum of £8, 

An interim dividend at the rate of 

r cent., free of income tax, was 
a inet September, and it is now pro- 
posed, subject to your approval, to de- 
clare a final dividend of 74 per cent. 
and a bonus of 24 per cent., both free of 
income tax, makipg a. total distribu- 
tion for the year of 174 per cent., free 
of income tax. 

The balance remaining to be carried 
forward to the accounts for the current 
year is £1,666,436, which is about 
£45,000 more than the amount brought 
in at the commencement of the year. 

The free of tax dividend is 24 per 
vent. less than last year, but the gross 
dividend is substantially the same. I 
think you will agree that this is a satis- 
factory outcome of a difficult year's 
trading.

At this time last year the smoking 
public were going through a period in 
which supplies of cigarettes and 
tobaccd were becoming increasingly 
difficult to obtain, It was soon apparent 
that this was no temporary phase due 
to transport difficulties, etc., but a very 

enuine shortage due to the increased 
evel of demand. In April of last year 
the Government decided to release more 
leaf tobacco from bond and since then 
we, in common with other manufac- 
turers, have been supplying a greater 
volume of goods than ever before in the 
history of the trade. There is still a 
limit to permitted deliveries, but the 
limit has been fixed -by the Govern- 
ment at a level which nearly, if not 
quite; satisfies public demand. 

The dominant note of my remarks 
last year was anxiety about future sup- 
plies of leaf tobacco—in particular that 
important part of it which comes from 
the United States of America, It would 
be a mistake to pretend thea that 
anxiety no longer exists, but it has 
certainly been to some extent allayed 
by the action of the U.S. Govern- 
ment in including tobacco in the 
commodities now sent to this coun- 
try under the Lease-Lend arrangement. 
=~ ments of U.S, leaf are now made 

.M. Government, who in turn sell 
+h to manufacturers for payment in 
sterling. Under this plan the question 
of providing dollar exchange does not 
arise, and so long as other urgent calls 
on shipping space admit of sufficient 
tobacco being included we can look 
forward to the future with greater con-

Government here, ae NN io 
branch has placed ite services at the 
disposal of the U.8. Government. Under 
present war-time conditions none of 
your directors has been able to visit 
America, so the whole responsibility for 
our business on the other side of the 
Atlantic has fallen on our aiden 
director, Mr. L. H. Reed, who has 
rendered notable service in carrying out 
the tobacco provisions of the lease-lend 
arrangement on behalf of the U.S.
